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CANN MAY KNOW | 
HIS FATE TODAY 


Evidence Against Indicted 
Inspector to Be Placed 
with Jurors Before 
Nightfall. 


TENSE SCENES IN COURT. 


Verbal Duel by Prosecutor and 
 Qol. Lewis Thrills Both 
Friends and Enemies 
by Turns. 


Col. James Hamilton Lewis and State's 
Sttorney John BE. W. Wayman yesterday 
finished the first round of a bitter closing 
battle over the guilt or innocence of Hdward 
McCann, inspector of police, accused of ex- 
torting bribes in the Desplaines street vice 
center. It was a contest surcharged with 
venom in cutting epigrams and vindictive 
eimiles. Charges of perjury were frequent. 
Seldom has such a colorful and exciting de- 
bate been heard in the Criminal court. 

The duel’ will be concluded today with At- 
torney Charles G. Neely as the relief of Col. 


Lewis. Then the jurymen will receive their. 


instructions from the court and retire to 
formulate their verdict. Unless the pro- 
ecedings take longer than is expected, In- 
spector McCann should know his fate by 
this evening. 

In the result there are three possibilities— 
a verdict of “ guilty,” carrying with it a 
sentence of imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary; a verdict of acquittal, or a disagree- 


ment. In the hope of swaying the minds of 


the jurors to suit their respective conten- 


tions, the lawyers will precede the instruc-. 


tions of the court with speeches which prob- 
ably will take ail day. 

Attorney Neely will speak approximately 
two hours and a half in the forenoon in de- 
fense of McCann. Mr. Wayman will use the 
prerogative of the state to have the closing 
word against McCann as soon as Mr. Neely 
bas finished. 


Courtroom Crowded to Walls. 
Col. Lewis’ debate with Mr. Wayman took 


place in a courtroom crowded to the window 


sills and with long lines of curious persons in 


the corridor trying to cajole the bailiffs into 


forcing them inside. 


Inspector McCann sat 
at the lawyers’ table between his father and 
the white haired former judge who will cham- 
pion his cause today. 

Back at the rail—the state objected to their 
eitting with the defendant—were Mrs. Mc- 
Cann,. the inspector’s daughter, Miss Rose 
McCann; his sister-in-law, Mra. Alice Mc- 

Grath, her two little children, and other 
friends, On the bench beside Judge Barnes 
were Mrs, A. C. Barnes, the judge's wife, and 
her sister, Mrs. Charies E. Murison. 

‘The spasmodic’ gestures of Mr. Waymén, 


whioh shot his cuffs far out of his coat sleeves 


when he attained paroxysms of denunciation, 
made the state's attorney a dramatic figure. 
His voice rang shriily in pitches of exoite- 
ment as he cursed the conditions which he 
elaimed made it possible for an inspector of 
police to becomea felon. He defended with 
energy the Frank brothers, chief accusers of 
McCann, asserting that “the only crime 
Louis Frank committed in his life was to tell 
what he knows.” 


Col. Lewis Intensely Dramatic. 

Col, Lewis was tense as an actor on the first 
might of a great drama. There was much of 
the tragedian in the conduct of his speech.

Says, Declaring He Will 
Abide by Scientists’ Final 
Verdict in the Case. 


MAD WITH JOY 


BROOKLYN 


Police Fight Crowds of Thou-

New York, Sept. 21.—[Special.)]— I have 
come from the pole. I have brought my 
story and my data with me. I have not come 
home to enter into arguments with one man 
or with fifty men, but I am here to present a 
clear record of a piece of work over which I 
have a right to dispiay a certain amount of 
pride. 

“T.am pertectty willing to abide by the 
final verdict (on this record of competent 
judges. That must be the last word, and 
that alone can satisfy me and the public. 

“Furthermore, not only will my report be 
before you in black and white, but I will also 
bring to America human witnesses to prove 
that I have been to the pole.”’ 

Such is the sum and_ substance of the first 
message Dr. Frederick A. Cook brought home 
in person to America today, answering his 
critics the world over. Under seas and over 
land it traveled north as fast as electricity

Coler, president of the borough of Brooklyn, 
had welcomed him on the Grand Republic tor 
that borough, but thecity of New York sent 
no official reprepenta:ive. But sincere and 
enthusiastic to the pcint of tumultuousness, 
hig welcome may best be described as a 
neighborly affair, devoid of official signifi- 
cance.

Whistles Make Fearful Din. 

As the Grand’ Hepublic steamed up to its 
dock the whistle of every craft within sight 
was tied down and a din that drowned out the 
brass bands had a run of fully five minutes.

Cook, surrounded by eight militiamen, was 
the last man up the gangway.

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| JEWS MASSACRED AT KIRFF 


Twenty-nine Killed, Hundreds 
Wounded in Three Days’ Riots 


ATTACK WAS PLANNED OUT. 


Officials Refuse to Interfere, According 
to Many Reports. 


[BY CABL® TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

BERLIN, Sept. 21.—Wews reached here to- 
day of anti-Jewish riots at Kieff, Russia, 
which began on the Jewish new year, Sept. 
16, and continued for three days. The Rus- 
sian censorship succeeded in preventing the 
news from reaching the outside world until 
today. It is stated that eighteen Jews were 
killed, eleven died later from their wounds, 
160 were seriously injured, and more than a 
thousand severely hurt. The Jews, in de- 
fending themselves, killed three of their as- 
sailants and wounded eighteen. 

Adcording to stories from Jewish sources 
the outbreak wae organized by the Reaction- 
ary League of Patriots in consequence of the 
reform movemeat. The leaguers brought a 
mob of peasants into town from the sur- 
rounding eountry. They were made half 
drunk with spirits, their anti-Jew supersti- 
tions worked upon, and then, with the towz 
hoodlums, they were let loose in the Ghetto. 


First Attack on Synagogue. 

They first attacked the synagogue where 
the new year service was going on. They 
butchered the rabbi, drove the worshipers 
into theetreets, and pursued them with clubs, 
axes, and such weapons. Those who were not 
caught on the streets were chased into the 
houses, where they were struck down, after 
which the furniture in the houses was thrown 
into streets to furnish material for bonfires. 
Into one such fire two Jewish boys were 
thrown and roasted alive. 

Elsewhere the rioters collected a number 
of Jewish women and girls, stripped them 
naked, and drove them through the streets, 
the onlookers jeering and spitting at them. 

A few young Jews who had revolvers stood 
with their backs to the wall and kept their 
assailants at bay for a while, shooting three 
of them. Ultimately the youths ywere over- 
whelmed by the attackers’ numbers and 
hacked to death with axes. 


Batter Down House Doors. 

In the meanwhile the owners of houses that 
had not been attacked barricaded their doors 
and windows, and when the mob began to 
batter at the doors women poured boiling 
water on them from the upper windows. The 
infuriated rioters finally forced their way 
‘into the dwellings, caught the Jews sup- 
porting thé women, and hurled them out of 
the windows into the streets. 

Similar atrocities, regardless of age or sex, 
continued for three days without interfer- 
ence by the authorities, untill a Jewish depu- 
tation finally persuadéd the governor to send 
troops, who dispersed the mob and occupied 
the approaches to the Ghetto. None of the 
Thotere was arrested: 


"PETERSBURG, Sept. A gay et 
that anti-Jewish riets have occurred at 
Kieff is officially denied at the chanceHory 
of Premier Stolypin. The official news agency 
and newspapers here have no word of rioting 
and it is thought that the report is based on 
an incident which occurred at Slobodka, a 
suburb of Kieff, on Sept. 7. 

A band of fifteen members of the reac- 
tionary league appeared on the streets of 
Slobodka on that day and fell upon prom- 
enading Jews, with cries of “ Here is equality 
for you,” and began to beat them. Police 
quickly appeared and the reactionaries fied. 
There were mo fatalities. The official news 
bureau tonight, In response to a direct 
query, received from its correspondent in 
Kieff a message reading: “ No rioting has 
occurred here.’ 


POLICEMAN SHOT IN DUEL 
WITH A WOULD-BE ASSASSIN. 


Patrolman James Carey Battles with 
Man Supposed to Be Sane Who 
Vowed Vengeance Following Arrest. 


Policeman James Carey of the Chicago 
avenue station, was severely wounded. late 
last night when an attempt wae made to 
} murder him, supposedly by a man whom he 
shot and arrested some time ago. 

He was in Institute place between North 
Franklin and Wells streets when the would- 
be assassin opened fire on him from a dark 
alley. At the first shot Carey began firing 
in turn and shot five times into the darkness 
where he saw the flashes of the shots fired 
at htm. 

Four bullets were fired at the policeman, 
one of them striking him in the right thigh 
above the knee, breaking the bone. Rest- 
dents awakened by the shots hurried to doors 
and windows of their homes and Carey, call- 
ing to them, had them notify the police sta- 
tion. An ambulance was hurried to him and 
he was taken to the Passavant hospital. 

Carey said. he believes the attempt to kill 
him was made by a man of the nameof John 
Landy, who had made threats against him 
some time ago. He had shot and arrested 
Landy, wounding him in the ankle, when the 
latter attacked him with a club one night 
séveral weeks ago after he orderéd him to get 
off the street. The police began a search 
for Landy.

J. H. CHANNON IS ACCUSER 


Warrants Are Issued on Letter 
Shown to Grand Jury De- 
_manding Payment of 
$160,000. 


George C. Hazelton Jr., a New York play- 
wright, author of Henrietta Crosman’s 
‘one time comedy, “ Mistress Nell, ve and L. 
Scott Kemper, a New York attorney, were 
arrested at the Chicago Athletic club last 
night on grand jury warrants based on 
charges of attempt to blackmail and extort 
$160,000 from James H. Channon and his 
wife, Mrs. Leigh Ashton Channon. 

The warrants were issued after Mr. Chan- 
non and his wife had appeared before the 
grand jury and presented letters signed by 
Hazelton and said to contain threate of 
“scandal” and “ exposure” in case of non- 
payment of claimsof $160,000 as settlement of 
the estate of Mrs. Henry Ladlam, sister of 
Mrs. Channon. Following the statements 
made by Mr. and Mrs. Channon the warrants 
were placed in the hands of detectives from 
the state’s attorney’s office for service. It 
was learned that Kemper and Hazelton, with 
Henry Ludlam, the actor, had been in the 
city for two weeks and that they made their 
headquarters at the Chicago Athletic club, 
where Ludlam obtained wisthare’ cards for 
the three. 


May Obtain Bail Today. 


With Detective Sergeant A. H. Loula. Mr. 
Channon went to the club at 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon. Inquiry ‘brought word that Haz- 
elton and Kemper had been there, but had 
gone, and it was supposed they hed. left the 
city. Later in the evening Ludlam was seen 
to make several hurried trips to the ninth 
floor of the club. Detectives followed him. 
and found Kemper and Hazelton in a small 
guest chamber. Kemper and Hazelton were 
taken to the county jail. As Judge McEwen. 
who issued the benoh warrants, was not 
available, no attempts.were made to release 
them on bonds. They will be arraigned this 
morning, and it is probable their bail will be 
fixed at $8,000 each. 

“Tf we have done anything to involve us ‘n 
the meshes of the law, it was done unwitting- 
ly,’’ said Hazelton. ‘*‘ We are sure we acted 
within our powers, according to the New 
York laws. It may be that the laws here are 
different. We were not seeking blackmall. 
We only desired to see that Mrs. Ludlam got

Accused of Making Threats. 


According to statemente made by Mr. 
Channon and wife before the grand jury, 
Kemper and Hazelton are representing Lud- 
lam, who is the Shakspearean actor who 
three years ago married Miss Mabel Arey, a 
half sister of Mrs. Channon. Mrs. Mabel 
Arey Ludiam inherited an estate valued at 
$240,000 from her father, Henry Arey, a 
prominent Chicago attorney of an earlier 
generation, and before she became of age 
James H. Channon, her sister’s husband, 
was administrator of this estate. At the 
time of her marriage to the actor, it is al- 
leged, @ complete settlement was effected 
between Channon and his ward, but since 
then Ludlam frequently has claimed that, 
prior to the time when his wife became of 
age, the administrator misappropriated 
funds to the amount of $160,000. 

Efforts have been made at various times 
to collect all or portions of this amount, say 
Mr. and Mrs. Channon, and moves in this 
direction always have been accompanied 
with threats to attack the social position of 
Mr. Channon and his wife. 

Rumors of misappropriation of funds al- 
leged by the actor husband were current a 
year ago, when the Channons “ gave back ”’ 
to Mrs. Ludlam a house in Dearborn avenue 
which before her marriage she had given to 
her sister; Mrs. Channon, and which the 
Channons had occupied for several years. 
The Channons moved to the Plaga hotei at 
the time and announced that they gave back 
the home at the réquest of Mrs. Ludlam, 
though they believed her husband had forced 
Mre. Ludlam to make the demand. The 
house was advertised for sale and subse- 
quently was rented. 


Sequel of Former Demands. 


Channon declares the present attempt on 
the part of Ludlam to secure payment of his 
claim is one with a dozen made during the 
last two years. According to his statement, 
Ludlam or his agents have made one appeal 
after another to Channon’s father, Henry 


Channon, or to Mrs. James“H. Channon, 


never addressing James H. Channon himself. 

Several weeks ago, just prior to the birth 
of a child; Mrs. Channon received from Lud- 
lam’s agents a letter in which she was threat- 
ened with scandal if she did not persuade her 
husband to “ settle " the disputed claim. The 
worry and distress occasioned by the letter 
is said to have brought on illness, from which 
Mrs. Channon is but now siowly recovering. 

During the last week Hazelton and Kemper 
have been in touch with Henry Channon and 
have sought to get his aid in convincing the

LAKE YIELDS BODY OF GIRL| 


Police, Launching Inquiry, Ask 
Murder, Suicide, or Aceident? 


SAY “MAY BE PEARL ZIEM.” 


Connect North Shore Discovery with 
Disappearance Mystery. - 


What may be a murder mystery for the 
police to solve developed last night, when the 
body of a well dressed young woman was 
taken from the lake at the foot of Diversey 
boulevard. No marks by which the body 
could be identified have been found as yet, 
but Inspector Stephen K. Healy of the north 


side division, who has taken charge of the 


case, expects that valuable clews will be 
obtained today. 

Relatives of Pearl Ziem, the 19 year old 
girl who disappeared from the residence of 
her aunt, 8817 Elizabeth street, Thursday 
night, were notified, and Mr. Ziem promised 
to visit Carroll's undertaking rooms in Wells 
street this morning. 

Although the clothing worn by the Ziem 
girl at the time of her flight does not corre- 
spond minutely to that of the dead woman, 
it is thought that probably. the water soaked 
condition of the latter’s apparel may have 
caused a change in the color and appearance. 


Fisherman Recovers Body. 

The body was recovered by C. R. Witthoeft, 
a fisherman, 2149 Burling street, while he was 
returning to shore shortly after 6 o’clock in 
the evening. At the time he was slowly 
dragging his heavily laden nets and saw the 
object as it was tossed about on the waves 
200 feet from shore. Considerable difficulty 
was experienced in dragging the body to 
shore, and police removed it to Carroll's un- 
dertaking rooms, where an investigation was 
at once begun. 

The. woman is described as being 5 feet 6 
inches tall and weighing about 125 pounds. 
Her hair is light brown and the eyes are 
brown. She was dressed in a black tailor 
made suit, a light gray stripe interwoven 
in the cloth; a white shirt waist, tan shoes 
and stockings. Two pearl cuff buttons were 
found, but no other articles of jewelry were 
in her possession. 

‘The fact that several slight bruises showed 
plainly on the face, besides a long cut on the 
upper lip, caused the police to believe she 
might have been murdered, and detectives 
from Capt. Kane’s office were at once de- 
tailed to make a thorough investigation. 
The nose was slightly disfigured, and the hat 
and coat were missing. Search is being made

Healy Leans to Suicide Theory.

SHORT SHOOTS SELF IN LEG 
WHILE EXAMINING REVOLVER. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Is Injured 
Through His Careless Handling of 
Loaded Weapon in His Office. 


Ben J. Short, assistant state’s attorney, 
while examining a revolver in his office yes- 
terday afternoon, accidentally discharged 
the weapon and received the bullet in his 
right leg. The wound was only slight, and 
after it was dressed Mr. Short walked down- 
stairs and went to his home in a cab.

Wealthy Citizens “Held Up’’? 
Many prominent Chicagoans, according to 


October grand jury to tell of the jury fixing 
plot in which thousands of dollars are de- 
clared to have reached the pockets of the 
conspirators. 

Evidence of the double barreled methods 
used by the gang of “ fixers "’ ie déclared to 
be in the hands of State’s Attorney Wayman. 
The methods alleged to have been used to ex- 
tort money from wealthy Chicagoans are 
said to have been highly successful. , 

The system, according to the evidence, was 
such that it could be worked for large profit. 
for instance, it is declared, whenever a petit 
jury venire was to be drawn the “gang” 
selected the names of. a number of the 
wealthiest citizens, placed them in the box, 
and arranged-it so that they would be among 
the first drawn. 

When the names were duly registered and 
placed on cards, summonses were made out 
and given into the hands of special deputies 
The officers, armed with the for- 
midable papers, then would go in search of 
the persons for whom the summonses called. 

Here is where the fine work is said to have 
been done. The bailiff who had a summons 
for the manager of a big corporatién to serve 
in an insignificant jury case, would go to the 
office of the prospective veniremen and be- 
fore the victim knew what was happenin 
the paper was served on him. 


Victim’s Protest in Vain. 

“But I can’t serve on that jury,” the victim 
wouid protest. “I’m at the head of a busi- 
ness here that demands my entire attention. 
If I were to serve on a jury two weeks it 
would cost me several thousand dollars.” 

“Can't help it,” the baiHff would reply.

So perfect was this Uttle “ frameup,” it is 
declared, that it was but a few minutes until 
the corporation manager, or whoever the 
victim might be, got into communication with 
the main conspirator and inquired what he 
could do to get off from jury service. It ig 
said that this part of the proceeding re- 
quired considerable finesse on the part of the 
conspirator whose work it wae to extort the 
money. | 

“I don't think I can do a thing for you,”’ 
the victim would be told. “You know that 
the law is law, and you are no more exempt 
from jury service than the cheapest clerk 
you've got.” 

Then He Mentions Money. 

*“ But can't I fix it up in some way: so that 
I'll be reported ‘ Not found,’ or something 
like that? If that can be arranged it’s worth 
several hundred dollars to me.” 

“Well, I might do something,” was the 
reply, “ but you know you will 
the law should it ever be foun4 out.”’ 

From then on, it is said, the affair was 
simple and required only the collection of 
the money. Checks never were taken by the 
gang, it is declared, and only cold, hard cur- 
rency found its way back to the coffers of 
the conspirators. When all the financial] de- 
talls of the scheme were arranged the card 
bearing the name of the venireman was then 
“fixed.” This was done by 
summons, which always w.

Discontinue Holland’s Salary. 

On a request of the Jury commissioners four 
of the judges held a conference to determine 
whether the salary of Mr. Holland, the sus- 
pended commissioner, should be paid during 
the term of his suspension. Judges Brentano, 
Carpenter, Dupuy, and Cutting were present. 
A ietter from the jury commissioners stated 
that Mr. Holland had suggested that his sal- 
ary be discontinued during his suspension. 
The judges ordered that it be discontinued. 

Lawyers who were concerned in the San 
Miguel Plantation case, which was used by 
H. H. Van Meter in an attack upon State’s 
Attorney  eeae Litthe ahenate dented dur- 
ing the day many of the allegations made by 
Mr. Van Meter in his charges that the state’s 
attorney refused to present the case to-.the 
grand jury and that influences on the grand 
jury prevented the bringing of an indictment. 

Frank M. Lowes, who was associated with 
Wells M. Cook in the prosecution of a case 
against the San Miguel company on behalf of 
Herman Bunge, defended Mr. Wayman. 


Wetten Brands Story False. 

Albert H. Wetten, whose name was drawn 
into the controversy by the statement of Van 
Meter, issued the following statement: 

“The outrageous insinuation of one Van 
Meter that I was improperly and illegally 
placed upon the November grand jury, 1908, 
is, so|' far as I am concerned, unqualifiedly, 
wickedly, and maliciously false. So far as I 
know, or have any reason of knowing, I was 
properly drawn upon that grand jury. No 
one spoke to me or communicated with me in 
regard to any case to be presented to the 
grand jury at any time either before or dur- 
ing the session of said grand jury or after- 
wards. My brother never at any timeor in 
any manner told me he was interested in a 
case that might be presented to that grand 
jury, and I never knew, until the publication 
of the article this morning, that he had any 
connection with any case that was presented 
to that jury. 

“It is likely to happen at any time that a 
citizen may be drawn for grand jury service 
who may be related t© or acquainted with 
some attorney who may have a case that will 
come before that jury without the knowledge 
of either party. If such a coincidence shall 
immediately place the stamp of condemna- 
tion and suspicion upon a juror without more 
evidence than Van Meter hae produced in his 
newspaper statement, then every citizen is 
liable to have his reputation destroyed and 
fils character questioned.” 


Answers Fraud Insinuation. 


Attorney P. C. Hadley of the firm of Eddy, 
-Hadley & Wetten also issued a statement on 
behalf of Emil C. Wetten, who was out of 
the city. He denied the firm ever had any- 
thing to do with the selection of grana jurors 
in Cook county or had any arrangement with 
the state’s attorney. 

‘*The evidence adduced on the trial of the 
case,’ said Mr. Hadley, “ clearly established 
the fact that the officers and managers of 
the San Miguel corporation were not guilty 
or any fraud or of any inattention. It was 
established that the people who are now 
complaining visited the plantation ana re- 
ported that the plantation was skillfully man- 
aged. The result was that a jury found the 
plantation company not guilty of the charges 
made against it. : 

“In relation to the connection of any mem- 
ber of this firm with the selection of grand 
jurors in Cook county or any arrarigement 
with the state’s attorney, I denounce as eb- 
solutely false.” 

Clifford G. Roe, formerly assistant state's 
attorney, admitted {t was true that he had 
made an investigation of the charges made 
against the officers of the San Miguel com. 
pany and wrote a letter to State’s Attorney

It is certain that 
if a fraud charged to exist will not support a 
civil judgment it is impossible to secure a 
conviction upon criminal «harges. 

“I do not know whether the bondholders’ 
committee has tried to get judgment against 
the company in the civil courts, but it will 
not be permitted to use the Criminal court to 
sandbag the officers of that concern.” 


Investigators Are Busy. 


While it was declared at the state's attor.- 
ney’s office that the day brought no new de- 
velopments in the jury “ fixing” cases and 
that no more afrests were immiert, it was 
said the investigators were still at work and 
that the trial of the cases would see a full 
exposition of the entire system of crooked 
work and the conviction. of all'the principal 
offenders. 

Also it was said that assistant state’s at- 
torneys engaged in the case, as well as de- 
tectives from their office, were being shad- 
owed continuously. One assistant state's 
attorney asserted that city detectives formed 
some of the shadowers of the men from Mr. 
Wayman's office. o 

“A lot of persons are aSking what the spe- 
cific charges are against the three men who 
have been. arrested,’’ Assistant State's Attor- 
ney Nicholas Michels said. ‘‘ They will find 
eut when the cases come totrial. We have 
the evidence to convict.”’ 

It was intimated that the state’s attorney 
was contemplating légal] action with regard 
to certain alleged irregularities on the part 
of members of the July grand jury, although 
the nature of the proceedings could not be 
learned. That it had something to do with 
the two dissatisfied grand jurors who at- 
tacked the methods of Mr. Wayman in hand- 
ling the grand jury investigations was ad- 
‘mitted by one of Mr. Wayman’s assistants. 


Martin Denies He Confessed. 


“ Nick’ Martin, Ald. Kenna’s private sec- 
retary, who it was asserted made a partial 
confesgion to an aseistant state’s attorney, 
obtained a lawyer during the day and said he 
would be able to prove his innocence when 
the case came to trial. 

Both Martin and his counsel, James A 
Brady, of the firm of Brady, Barnum & Rut- 
ledge, declared that Martin had made no con- 
fession and had nothing to confess. Martin 
bimeelf issued the following formal state- 
ment, after he had been questioned by Ald. 
Kenna regarding his alleged admissions: 

“The charges against me are without the 
slightest foundation. 

“I do not know Mr. Hodland, not even by 
sight. My relations with Mr. Rayburn have 
been confined to legitimate business trans- 
actions of minor importance. I have noth- 
ing to ‘‘confess”™ and therefore have not made 
any admissions or confessions to Mr. Way- 
man, or any of hie office force, neither have 
I been in conference with him or them. 

“TI have the confidence that every innocent 
man hag that I can property account for my 
every. action, and J anxiously await a hearing 
before Judge Baldwin for the development of 
any facts that could in any manner connect 
my name with this cese,”’ 


Holland Laughs at It. 


Commissioner Holland laughed at the re- 
port that two of the clerks tn his office would 
testify that he had helped to “ fix ’” juries. 

“ There is not an emplcyé in the office that 
is not my friend,” he said, “‘ and they would 
not lie about me. That is the only thing 
they could do if they say I am guilty of any 
wrongdoing in the drawing of venires. 

‘“]T have heard that Mr. Wayman. has said 
that I substituted cards from my pocket for 
those drawn from the box. If he believes that 
why wasn't I arrested with the cards on me 
while we were drawing jurors?” 

Asked about evidence said to be in the 
hands of the state's attorney that he had been 
seen in conference with a member of the 
present grand jury, Mr. Holland said: 

“It is probably true that I have been seen 
talking with a grand juror. George E. Crane, 
2223 West Jackson boulevard, a member of 
the jury, ie an. old friend of mine. We often 
eat at the same place, the buffet of John 
Eccles at 865 Dearborn street, and we have 
talked together there while eating lunch, but 
the work of the grand jury has never been a 
subject of our conversation.”

RULING HITS ALABAMA “DRYS.” 


Judge Alford of Mobile Holds Portion 
of Prohibition Law to Be Un- 
constitutional. 


Mobile, Ala., Sept. 21.—([Special.|—Judge 
Jules E. Alford in a ruling here today dealt 
the prohibitigniste of Alabama the hardest 
blow that they have had since the strict 
measures went into effect. He declared that 
portion of the celebrated “Fuller pronibition 
law denying a defendant the right of e trial 
by jury is unconstitutional. 

He said, in his opinion, that section 11 of 
the Alabama constitution stated that the 
right of trial by jury must remain inviolate 
and that the Fuller bill was in direct conflict 
with this. Twenty cases of violation of the 
prohibition law were on the above decision 
sent to a higher court for trial by jury. 

The prohibitionists, through the state’s at- 
torney general, tonight filed a petition in the 
City court asking for a mandamus against 
Judge Alford to compel him to try the cases 
and render judgment.

Commander Will. Accept No 
| Invitations Until Cook Af- 
_ fair Is Decided. 


{WILL RETIRE TO ISLAND. 


Family and Crowds Greet North- 
ern Explorer on His Ar- 
rival at Sydney. 


Bydney, N. 8., Sept. 21.—Commander Rob- 
ert E. Peary will accept no invitations and 
no public honors until the question of the 
discovery of the north pole has been de- 
elded by scientific authorities. This he made 
known tonight in the following statement, 
which he gave out for publication: 3 

“ Acting upon the advice of Gen. Thomas 
H. Hubbard and Herbert L. Bridgman, pres- 
f@ent and secretary, respectively, of the 
Peary Arctic club, I wish to express my 
thanks to friends for their kind offers and 
invitations and also beg to say that I. have 
@ecided not to accept any invitations to re- 
. €eptions or any public affairs until the pres- 
ent controversy is settled by competent au- 
thority.’’ 


Commander Peary supplemented this brief- 
ly.. He was asked when the public was likely 
to get a decision on this subject, and he re- 

' plied: 
“I do not known; but what I have to say 
- will not be long delayed. Whether my state- 
ment will be issued in one week or two weeks 
depends on circumstances.” 


Will Go to Eagle Island. 


The explorer will leave Sydney at 7 0’clock 
tomorrow morning and will reach his home 
on Eagie island Friday morning. Apparent- 
ly Commander Peary has made up his mind 
to remain at that place for some time, for, in 
speaking of his plans, hesaid: 

“If the newspaper correspondents desire 
it, I whl arrange an hour each day to meet 
them at South Harpswell, three miles from 
Eagle island and fifteen miles from Portland, 
or they can come to Eagle island at the time 
appointed.” 

Prior to reaching the determination not to 
appear at public receptions, Commander 
Peary had promised to attend a reception be- 
tween trains at Bangor. and this he will do. 
He will stay in Portland on Thursday night. 

. He has. made no arrangements for lectures. 
He said he knew nothing personally about 
the Hudson-Fulton parade and could not 
outline any program of his immediate plans. 

“Jt do not know when I will go to New 
York,’ replied Commander Peary, when a di- 
rect question was put to him. “I intend to 
make my report to the Peary Arctic club 
and will work on it at Eagle island. 

The reception of Commander Peary today 
began when the Roosevelt edged its way past 
Low point, eleven miles down the bay, and 
continued all the way to the harbor and until 
the commander reached the Sydney hotel. 
Where he made a short speech and found 
himself the center of a great demonstration 

in which hundreds of persons pressed about 
him and shook his hand. 


Souvenir Fiends Take Records. 

When the Roosevelt lay at the city wharf 
this afternoon an eager throng of sight- 
seers visited the ship and went through it 
from stem to. stern. 

Souvenir. hunters. carried away everything 
portable,.and many valuable records and 
data belonging to Prof. McMillen were Jost. 
These were records of tides and animal life 
north of 82 degrees latitude, the names of 
all the Eskimos in the Etah region, together 
with more than a hundred books in which 
qmany important. marginal notes had been 
made. . No records bearing on the dash to 
‘ books are 
of immense value and cannot be / but 
the authorities are issuing &. Dube appeal 
for their return. 

: The explorer spent.the evening quietly with 
his family, happy that the object of many 
Years’ struggie tn the arctic had been 
' g@chieved and delighted, too, over the hearty 
Welcome ziven him and his crew by the peo- 
,ple of Sydney. Speaking of this. reception, 
the comfmandcer said he was much gratified. 


Meets Family at Sea. 


All Sydney turned out at an early hour 
to greet the incoming Arctic steamer, with 
its triumphant commander on board.. Mrs. 
Peary a nd her daughter, Miss Marie, and 
little Robert E. Peary were taken down the 
bay on the steam yacht, Sheelah. Com- 
mander Peary saw hisfamily in the distance 
and sent a boat for them. Off North Sydney, 
the American cansul, John Kehl, boarded 
the steamer and greeted the commander in 
the name of his government, while Mayor | 
Wallace Richardson and a large body of city 
offitials and prominent citizens on the tug 
Cc. M. Winch drew alongside, the tug escort- 
ing the Roosevelt up the harbor. 

The United States consul escorted the com- 
mander ashore, where Miss Naomi Kehl, his 

@aughter,:read'a poem of welcome and pre- 
sented flowers to Peary. The crowd cheered 
continuously and the commander mounted 
the steps leading to the esplanade. where, 
with Mayor Richardson and Consul Kuhl, he 
entered a carriage and» was driven to the 

Sydney hotel. All along the streets were 
crowds and a great throng had massed 
around the hotel to listen to the addresses 
of welcome and Commander Peary’s happy 
speech, in which. he spoke briefiy of his 
achievement. Capt.’ Bartlett of the Roose- 

velt also spoke and was cheered heartily. 

The Roosevelt will sail for New York to- 
morrow night and will arive there probably 
within five or six days. Commander Peary 
today, when asked about congratulatory tel- 
egrams, said:

' Denver, Colo., Sept. 21.—[Special. }—Presi- 
gent Taft tonight devoted his address at the 
Auditorium to a defense of the corporation 
tax. He urged upon the various state legis- 
jatures the necessity of ratifying the income 
tax proposal, declared it the best form of in- 
come tax which could be levied, and com- 
pared the measure with the income tax lew 
in England, arguing that it contained ali of 
the latter's good and none of its bad features. 

The president admitted the corporation tax 
was enacted by the last congress to prevent 


the possible passage of a direct income tax. 


proposal. He strongly urged that all the 
gtates should adopt the proposed amendment 
to the constitution, however, to make an in- 


_fome tax possible in time of need. He said 


he opposed a direct income tax except in 
cases of emergency. : 

In urging that the states should vote for 
the amendment to the constitution permitting 
the levy of a direct income tax, without ap- 
portioning the proceeds among the states ac- 
cording to their-population, the president 
deciared that it would be possible so to 
amend the corporation tax as to include with- 
in its scope every désired feature of pn in- 
come tax except the levy upon incomes de- 
rived from actual salary and professional 
services. 


Why Bonds Were Exempted. 

Mr. Taft declared it was the Supreme court 
decision declaring unconstitutional the in- 
come tax law passeg™@ by a Democratic con- 
gress some years ag6 that prevented thé lead- 
ers in congress during the séssion recently 
closed from including in the corporation tax 
measure a provision for a levy upon bonds 
mnd bondholders. To tax bonds would re- 
sult in the reduction of the raté of interest, 
end hence this resulted in a direct tax upon 
the individual holders of the bonds, and came 
dn contact with the decision of the court that 
mo direct tax could be levied by the national 
government without the resulting apportion- 
ment of the proceeds among the staies. 

In comparing the corporation tax with the 
fmcome tax in England Mr. Taft pointed out 
that the tax there is not a direct Jevy, but

Silent on Conservation Matter. 

The fact that Mr. Taft used the corpora- 
tion tax as his topic tonight was a surprise 
to most of his hearers, as.it previously had 
been announced that he was to discuss the 
question of conservation of natural re- 
sources. There has been much interest in 
that subject here since the Ballinger-Pinchot 
incident. Mr. Taft probably will not take up 
the subject now until he reaches Salt Lake 
City, where he spends Friday and Satur- 
Gay: or he may wait until he arrives at 
Spokane, Wash., where, at the irrigation con- 
gress, the controversy really had its first 
public airing. 

Mr. Taft was joined here today by Mr. 
Ballinger, who will accompany him on a 
part of the trip through the far northwest. 
It is likely that the president desired a fur- 
ther conference with Mr. Ballinger, whose 
conduct of. the interior department he re- 
cently upheld in a jong letter called out by 
the Ballinger-Pinchot controversy, before 
making a final exposition of the aims and ob- 
jects of this administration as to the conser- 
Vation of the resources. 


Deficit Cause of New Law. 

At the beginning of his address Mr. Taft 
touched briefly on the tariff, saying that 
while a revision had been deemed essential, 
there was a deficit in the treasury to be met. 


This partly will be met by a cut of $40,000,000 | 


to $50,000,000 in the appropriations to be made 
by congress and partly by the income from 
the new corporation tax law. 

“A part of the Republicans and ali of the 
Democrats of the senate united in pressing 
for consideration a general income tax on 
Mdividuals througbout the United States,”’ 
Mr. Taft continued. ‘‘ The law was as near 
as it could be made to that income tax law 
which had been considered by the Supreme 
court some ten years ago and which was held 
to be unconstitutional by @ vote of five to 
four. It was conceded that the tax would 
probably raise $150,000,000 to $200,000, 000, 
Which was far in excess of the needs of the 
government if the tariff bill was-to retain 
its general:form as proposed and so to pro- 
@uce revenues which should be reasonably 
expected. 

“Our friends, the Democrats, favored the 
income tax with a view to substituting it for 
the tariff as an income producing measure, 

“thus minimizing the effect of the tarif in 
promoting the industries of the country. In 
@ther words, the passage of the income tax 
bill would heve lent support probably to 
the proposition to have a tariff for revenue 
only, and, wovld have interfered with the

in the levy of an income tax ih England that 
when that tax was imposed directly upon 
individuals it was found that the proceeds 
of the tax at 10 per cent were less than the 
proceeds of an income tax of 5 per cent. im- 
posed as our corporation tax fs, not wpon the 
individuals directly, but upon the income be- 
fore it comes into their hands, 

“In England, after a hundred years of ex: 
perience, the income tax is levied in only ex- 
ceptional instance on the individual directly. 
It is first levied on the declared dividends 
of corporations; secondly, oh rents before 
they leave the hands of the tenants, and final- 
ly, on the individual with respect to matters 
that are not covered by rents and corporate 
investments. f Another distinction in the 
English law which commends itself to every 
one with a sense of justice, is that the income 
tax on passive and permanent investments, 
like the stocks and bondg in a corporation, 
should be higher than on earned incomes, 
such as salary or as a professional income. 
This distinction justifies making a difference 
between a tax upon the income of corpora- 
tions and that of individuals gjhere they 
earn their income by services. This is the 
effect of the corporation tax. 

“ Another criticism of the corporation tax 
in- the present bill is that only shares of 
stock in corporate enterprises are taxed, 
and that those who own bonds secured by 
mortgages upon the entire property or plant 
do not pay any tax. This is true and the de- 
fect was fully recognized by those who draft- 
ed the corporation tax. They would have 
been glad to impose a tax upon the bond- 
holders, but the difficulty of including them 
and of collecting from the corporation before 
the payment of interest on the bonds an tn- 
Come tax proportioned to q4 percentage of in- 
terest to. be paid on the bonds was that con- 
gress could not use a corporation to recoup 
itself in the payment of such a tax from the 
interest to be paid, because thus to impose 
a tax on the bondholders proportioned to 
the interest received would be jn violation of 
the constitution as interpreted: by the Su- 
preme court, as an income tax not appor- 
tioned among the states. 


Corporation Tax Equitable Burden. 

“Now if the proposed amendment to the 
constitution authorizing the imposing of an 
, incdOme ‘tax without apportioning it among 
phe states accofding to population passes, it 
will be possible to add to our corporation tax 
the feature of imposing a tax on the bonded 
interest in that corporation by a percentage 
tax upon interest to be paid, thus reducing 
the amount of interest which the corporation 
would pay to the bondholders to the extent 
of the tax eollected. 

“This would make the corporation tax a 
more beneficial measure and one reaching 
interests that ought to be reached because 
under modern systems of financing corpora- 
tions the bondholders and stockholders are 
all of them in a sense joint investors, anda 
corporation income tax ought to include them 
all Under the conditions that existed with 
reference to the constitution it seems to me 
clear that the corporation tax is an equitable 
burden, ome reaching active business, not too 
heavy to retard it, but enough to collect a 
substantial revenue from those who are suc- 
cessful in business. | 

“Tt is a tax easily collected-—one that no 
corporation can escape+one in which perjury 
cannot play any important part at all in an 
effort to escape it.” 

Will Show Trust Secrets. 

Mr. Taft then referred to that feature ol 
the measure which provides the government 
with the means of getting information with 
regard to the conduct of corporations which 
now cannot he gained. At any time tne re- 
turns required by law are found to be incor- 
rect, he said, the commissioner of internal 
revenue will be empowered to éxamine all 
accounts. The facts thus learned will not be 
given tothe public unless the president deems 
it necessary. 

The president then turned to the income tax 
amendment as proposed by congress to the 
states. ‘Assuming the constitutional au- 
thority to have been given, I am opposed to 
a general individual income tax lew, except 
in times of great national stress,’ he said. 
“7 am opposed to it because of the difficulty 
already alluded to, that it puts such premium 
on perjury a8 to have,led other governments 
to abandon that method of levying an income 
tax and of imposing the tax wherever pos- 
sible on the sources of income. '

perfect.this corporation tax so as to make it 
more equitable, and so as to make it an in- 
strument of supervision of corporate wealth 
by federal authority.”

The situation tonight was that one side 
will have to give way or the fusion idea must 
burst. So acute was the division that all 
thought of the candidates had been forgot- 
ten. After a meeting of the whole of the 
conference committee at 8 o’clock tonight the 
subcommittee on candidates went into ses- 
sion again and when the members finally 
adjourned late at night the prospect of an 
agreement was as far off as ever. 

The subcommittee is to meet again tomor- 
row morning, but there seems little pros- 
pect of harmonious action. It is no secret 
that fusion now is farther off than it ever has 
been since the movement was first suggested 
on Thursday for the holding of the Repub- 
ican city convention. Both Woodruff and 
Parsons said the Republican city convention 
would nominate a ticket Thursday night, no 
matter what happened. 


Gaynor Attacks the Committee. 

Justice William J. Gaynor in a statement

Chief Clerk John C. Cannon, who switched 
over from & commissionership to the place’ 
which Isaac Newton Powell deserted for the 
job of city treasurer, according to the at- 
torney general, is entitled to participate in 
the salary raising to the, extent of $1,000 a 
year. 

Chairman Thomas FP’. Judge, Secretary Abel 
A. Bach, and Commissioner Nathaniel Hud- 
son, the three members of the board of elec- 
tion’ commissioners, are the trio who are 
affected by the ruling. 

Bring Suit to Test Law. 

They had been anticipating trouble, how- 
ever, and before Mr. Stead had rendered his 
opinion had initiated a friendly suit against 
Cook county for a mandamus directing that 
the three commissioners and@ the chief clerk 
be paid the increased rates for election ex- 
perts. The suit will be argued at 10 o'clock 
this morning before Judge Petit, Attorney 
Frank D. Ayers appearing for the election 
commissioners and Assistant County: Attor- 
ney Struckman representing Cook county. 

The point at issue is whether the election 
commissioners are municipal officers, within 
the meanings of the state constitution.

Then, if the county judge reappoints: them, 
the $4,000 per afinum wil! be forthcoming 
He holds ‘that the chief clerk is not chosen fo: 
a stipulated period and is not a municipal 
officer, so that John C. Cannon is entitled to 
collect his $5,000 a year, dating from July 1.

Adolph O. Eberhart, a republican, today was 
sworn in as governor of Minnesota to act 
during the unexpired term of the late Gov. 
Johnson. Although of different parties, the 
relations between Mr. Bberhart and. Gov. 
Johnson were cordial, the chief executive 
leaving the state. often in the hands of Mr. 
mberhart. No changes are anticipated in 
the legislative system of the state. Mr. 
Eberhart now is a resident of St. Paul, 

Mr. Eberhart was born in Swden 38 years 
ago, but came to Minnesota in 1881, when he 
was ten years old. He attended the pubiic 
schools and was afterward. graduated from 
Gustavus Adolphus college at St. Peter, as 
a minister of the gospel. 


Quits Church for Law. 

Soon after his graduation, however, Mr. 
Eberhart abandoned church work and took 
up the study of law in the office of Judge 
Gray at Mankato, his home town. He was 
successful as an attorney and soon built up 
a large practice. For many years Mr, Eber- 
hart has been interested in politics and had 


| worked hard for the success of the Repub- 


ican party, of which he has been an enthu- 
siastic member ever since he reached his 
majority. 

He was at-one time clerk of the United 
States Circuit and District courts, and later 
was United States commissioner for the dis- 
trict of Minnesota. In iovd he turned his at- 
tention ton elective office and was elected 
to the state senate. In 105 he was reélected. 
In 1906 hg was elected HNeutenant governor, 
and was reélected in 1908. His majority was 
almost as high in 1906 as Johnson's. 


Friends Urged Him for Governor. 

During the session of the legisiature last 
winter he was brought forward by a number 
of the Hepublican senators as a candidate 
for the gubernatorial nomination. 

On March 30 he attended a banquet in St. 
Paul, at which most of the Republican lead- 
ers in both houses of the legislature were 
present, It was reported in political circles 
that it was the purpose to launch his guber- 
natorial boom at the dinner, but Mr. Eber- 
hart himself denied this, and when he made 
the first speech of the evening he requested 
that any mention of the matter be omitted 
Most of the speakers complied with the re- 
quest, but the ftests regarded him as a can- 
didate nevertheless, and when during >the 
summer his candidacy was announced and 
friends began a canvass in his interest 1.9 
one was surprised. 

Mr. PEXberhart'’s name originally was Olson. 
But there were in Mankato during his resi- 
dence there half a dozen or more Adolph 
Olsons, and as a result many instances of 
confusion of identity occurred, not the least 
of these being errors in the delivery of im- 
portant mail.’ So when the future state 
official was married he asked the court to 
permit him to take the name of his wife, a 
petition that was granted, and since then he 
has been Adolph O. Eberhart. 


YOUNG POLISH MUSICIAN DIES; | 
KNOWN HERE AND IN EUROPE.

John A. Mallek, Who at 23 Years Ha? 
Won Recognition, a Vict#in of Pul- 
monary Trouble. 


The death yesterday of John A. Mallek, one 
of the best known Polish-American violin 
artists in the country, proved a shock in 
Polish-American circles here and in other 
cities. 

The young artist was taken ill with pulmon- 
ary trouble some time ago, which grew rap- 
idiy worse. He lived with his parents at 2125 
Haddon avenue. 

Malliek was only 23 years old, but he had 
shown a rare genius for music and cOmpos- 
ing, and had won a reputation among his 
own people both in this country and abroad. 
His compositions for the plano, organ, and 
violin have received highest praise of the 
leading Polish singers and musicians of Eu- 
rope, including De Reszke and Paderewski, 
both of whom predicted a brilliant career for 
him. 

He was the son of Prof. Anthony Malek, 

the pioneer choirmaster and singing director 
of the Polish-Americans in thi® country, who 
is at present the oldest organist among his 
people in this city. 
At the funeral services to be held in the 
Holy Trinity Polish Roman Catholic church, 
Noble and Chapin streets, tomorrow, Polish 
musicians will render some of the deceased 
young artist's compositions. «

ALMOST MARTYRS OF WAR. 


Moors Shoot Their Horses, Then Span- 
iards Bombard Them. 


[SPRCIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNS.] 

MELILLA, Sept: 21.—Capt. Fortescue, an 
American, and Col. Lewis, acting as corre- 
spondents for the London Standard and 
Times respectively, had a narrow escape in 
the fightirtg yesterday. They had ridden to 
the left of the Spanish flank, believing mis- 
takenly that more Spaniards were beyond. 
They actually approached the Moros, who 
were hidden fn the hilly country. 

The correspondents dismounted in a kraal 
when the Moors crept within sixty yards of 
them and shot their horses. The mei were 
unhurt. They scaled the wall of the kraa!l 
immediately, and drew the fire of a company 
of Spaniards, who were advancing to attack 
the Moors, the Spaniards believing the corre- 
spondente to be Moros. The Spanish fire was 
concentrated on them at a hundred yards, 
but they were able almost miraculously to 
get to cover without being hit. 

The Moors throughout the day fought 
courageously. The Spanish cavalry fre- 
quently charged them, and sometimes the 
fighting was hand to hand. Discipline and 
superior equipment gained a victory for the 
Spaniards. The grit and steadiness of the 
raw Spanish troops surprised the foreign 
correspondents. 

A column operating to the westward has 
takem possession of the Yatch and Tasdirat, 
the enemy sustaining heavy losses. uhe 
Spaniards lost ten men killed and seventy 
wounded. Four hundred Moors were killed 
and several of the principal chiefs captured.

OVERCAPITALIZATION, 

One of the amendments of the inter 
state commerce act urged by President 
Taft is aimed at! overcapitaligation. He 
would not permit any railroad engaged 
in interstate commerce to issue additional 
stocks or bonds except with the approval 
of the commission. 

This feature of railroad regulation has 
been supported on the ground of the pro- 
tection which it would afford to American 
investors. Now a new argument is ad- 


merce Commissioner Lane, who has just 
returned from Hurope. He says that 
with the enactment of a law to prevent 
overcapitalization American railroads 
would heve no difficulty in obtaining in 
Europe all the money necessary for their 
development. He says broadly that “hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars in England, 
France, and Germany” await investment 
in American railroad securities as soon 
as there is an assurance of absolute fed- 
eral regulation. 

There have been heavy investments of 
foreign capital—EDnglish, German, and 
Dutch—in’ American railroads since the 
era of railroad building began. But for 
that capital much slower progress would 
have been made. In some instances the 
investors fared badly, but as a rule they 
made money though they made their in- 
vestments at a time when there was no 
fedéra! and little if any state control. At 
this time, when there is considerable 
reguiation of one kind and another, and 
when railroad management is as a rule 
more conservative than ever before, for- 
eign capital should not hold aloof. 

If it does, then the cause of that atti- 
tude should be removed if possible. It is 
most desirable that the vast accumula- 
tions of European capital should be at 
the command of American railways and 
other American enterprises. If the men 
who control that capital “ would like to 
ace the capitalization of ofr railréads 
hedged about by federal legislation so 
that a purchaser of stock ‘would be as- 
sured of getting what he paid for,” it is 
no more than American investors would 
like to see, Their protection would be a 


road stock ana!

THE MERRIAM COMMISSION. 
The Merriam commission to investigate 
the municipal expenditures of Chicago 
Eos meet for work on Gxt. : a sts mem- 


will be received witht saasiek, pe ase siiall 
declare the expenditures of any depart- 
ment judicious and reasonable, critics of 
that department's outlays will find them- 
selves disarmed. If, on the other va 
the commission should find that 
department is paying large salaries to ng 
capable men or buying supplies at un- 
reasonably high ‘prices, there would be a 
demand for reform so drgént as to com- 
pel compliance, 

The commission must do a vast amount 
of work, anda majority of its members 
are men of affairs who can.give time to 
the inquiry only by sacrificing some of 
their private interests, However, the re- 
cult will be well worth the sacrifice. It 
the investigation diseloses much ground 
for criticism of city expenditures it will 
bring about, ultimately, a saving of mu- 
nicipal funds; if it shows that, the city’s 
money is now expended economically and 
wisely there will be an end—for a time, 
at least—to the indefinite, haphazard ac- 
cusations often made by people who im- 
agine that the government of every Amer- 
ican city is financially bad. 

It is hoped that every department head 
or other official in the city hall will regard 
the inquiry not as an intrusion to be re- 
sented or. obstructed. but as a helpful, 
valuable work worthy of codperation. 
Too often inquiries of this nature meet 
hostility in the offices to be investigated 
—not because there is anything to con- 
ceal, but because the mere fact’ that the 
investigation is undertaken might seem to 
imply that something is wrong. Such 
an attitude in this case would be wholly 


plied against any one. ‘Che commission 
merely wants the facts—all the facts— 
about the expenditure of municipal funds 
and the mayor wishes it to have them. 
When it has these, the business men in 
ite membership will know at once wheth- 
er any changes in methods ought to be 
made. 


SUPPORTING THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
The Denver school authorities gave the 
boys and girls in the high schools an op- 
‘tion. They were to give up membership 
in their fraternities or sororities of give 
‘wp going. to school. After a revolt some 
of them accepted the terms of surrender 
and returned to their books, with mental 
reservation, no doubt. A few remained

to continue living and transacting their busi- 
ness in Moscow without let or hindrance. 
This edict affects some 200 Jewish families 
of the better class in Moscow, who, if che 
law had been executed to the letter, would 
have been compelled to leave the city and to 
abandon their interests there—interesta rep- 
resenting, according to a conservative esti- 
mate, some $50,000,000, i

The emperor Mkewise initiated some three 
years ago a movement for amending in a far 
more liberal and enlightened sense the ex- 
isting laws in Russia concerning the Jews. 
At his instance Premier Stolypin drew up a 
bilh embodying a number of concessions to 
the Jews. This bill, signed by all the minis- 
ters, was indorsed by Nicholas with his sig- 
nature, and the words “ For submission to 
the duma.” ‘But the duma, which repre- 
sents public opinion tn Russia, has not yet 
seen fit to take up the matter. 

The bill does not as yet comprise complete 
emancipation of the Jews on equal terms with 
the remainder of the population, but aims at 
eliminating a ‘long list of oppressive regula- 
tions in connection with the right of residence 
of the Jews outside the pale; granting them 
the right to lease or to Manage as agents 
landed property in the towns in which they 
permanently reside; allowing the participa- 
tion by Jews in the management of Hmited 
Hability companies, and freedom to embark 
in various trades and manufactures from 
which they have hitherto been barred. It is 
a bill which, when the duma passes it, will 
be accepted thankfully by the Jews of Rus- 
sia as a step in the right direction and as 
paving the way for subsequent and more con- 
siderable reforms. 

Let me add that in Roumania the Jews area 
much more badly off than In Russia, although 
broad. Bra- 
tiano, the Roumanian premier, son of the 
stateeman who was the principal cotperator 
of King Charlies in the creation of modern 
Roumania, in discussing the matter the other 
day put the matter in a nutshell when he ex- 
claimed: 

“This question is for us neither a problem 
of race nor of religion. It is more of an ecod- 
nomic problem, which makes itself more par- 
ticularly felt in the years of bad harvests in 
Roumania.”’ 

In Russia itisthe same. It isa problem not 
of race nor of creed, but purely economi-:, 
the idea being that the Jews are so much 
cleyerer and brighter in al} business mat- 
tere than the ordinary Russian that it is 
necessary that the government should pro- 
vide for the latter’s protection against what 
might become a Hebrew monopoly.

The aged queen woukd have been particu- 
larly angry in the case of the runaway mar- 
riage of young Lieut. Richard Williams- 
Bulkeley. For the heroine of this elopement 
is her own god-daughter, Miss Victoria 
Legge, a girl whom she had known from in- 
fancy, since the father, Col. Henry Charles 
Legge, brother of Lord Dartmouth, was one 
of her equerries and occupies the same po- 
sition in the service of the king, while the 
mother was, as the Hon. Amy Lambert, one 
of her maids of honor. The bride is 24, 
whereas the bridegroom is but a little over 
21, and it is understood that the opposition 
came largely from his family, to which Mr. 
Benjamin Guinness, a well known figure of 
that particular set of New York society 
headed by Mre, John Jacob Astor, belongs. 

He is the only son and heir of Sir Richard 
Williams-Bulkeley, lord Heutenant of Angle- 
sey, probably the greatest land owner in 
Waies—so much so that he has sometimes 
been described as the king of Wales—in 
which case, of course, his son would be 
something very much akin to the prince of 
Wales. 

Sir Richard, who is known among his 
friends by “the queer nickname of Tiggy. 
stands 6 feet 2 in his stockings and is a par- 
ticularly fine figure of man,,, bearing himeelf 
in keeping with his size and his territorial] 
possessions.

The 
first baronet was lord chief justice of Eng- 
land whet the latter was a republic and 
owed his baronetcy to its president, Oliver 
Cromwell.

aue wWugtees of the University ef liknois 
yesterday appointed H. H. Stoek, B. §., E. M.. 
to be professor of mining engineering at the 
university. 

Prof. Stoek is an authority on coal mining, 
and President James says his appointment 
may be accepted as evidence of a determina- 
tior on the part of the trustees to do for min- 
ing what has already been accomplished for 
the other branches of industry at the state 
school. 

Mr. Stoek was graduated from the Wash- 
ington, D. C.. High school in 1883 ahd from

reached the limit of the possibility of grow- 
ing taro. Up and up, crawling and climbing 
over rocks and roots, in mud; but among 
beautiful tree ferns and giant trees with 
creepers and weird epiphytes which embrace 
trees only eventually to strangle them, No 
sound but the endiess chirpof insects or ecca- 
sionally the weird cry of a hornbill. 

At 9:30 we pause for a few moments to 
blow, at an elevation of about 5,000 feet, with 
a rare, marvelously beautiful view over roll- 
ing, billowy forest beloW us, with the island 
studded blue sea behind. On again, up, up 
toward the crest, through forgsip of great 
pandanus and feathery bamboo, évery inth 
of ground covered with fern, every tree, limb, 
and branch coated with damp, thick moss. 


Hostility of Natives Seen, 


No tree ferns now, but the odor of decaying 
damp vegetation; dark, quiet; the croaking 
of frogs; cool, fresh. Wetwist in and out and 
around the stems of the pandanus, which 
seem like thé ribs of an umbrella or the arms 
of an octopus. Over a gentle crest, down a 
little embryo torrent in which we slake our 
thirst and fill our canteens, and again up 
through a drizzle of a fog, and again down a 
gentle slope, over another stream, and again 
up, and at an elevation of 5,200 feet we stand 
on the simmit of the watershed of Bougain- 
ville; and we can’t pen te in sight more 
than twenty feet through. the forest. 

No pause, but on down, at first gradually 
an@ then for. 1,000 feet rapidly, over rock, 
trees, stumps, roots; an awful descent in 
‘which hands are as u ang hee feet. Suddenly 
a commotion in the Ii sty cheering, even 
—for the men in front of our long }ino had, 
in making a sharp'turns, caught a fleeting 
glimpse of the sea far away below and be- 
yond us; and the word is passed back ‘ Sally 
water, he come up!’’ 

Our trail follows now rapidly down, now 
steeply up the crest, often narrow, of a spur, 
and now we find evidence of the hostility of 
the interior savages. Our proposed visit had 
been anticipated and at intervals our trai) 
was absolutely blocked by trees which had 
been felled along and actoss the path. This 
imposed a serious burden on us, the necessity 
of opening a new trail along the side of the 
spur; as this was narrow ard steep, our ad- 
ditional labor was heavy.” Often we would 
have to make a wide down-and-up detour to 
get around some deep ravine, clinging with 
feet and hands, slipping, sliding, struggling! 
But it was cool up here among the cloud 
kissed forests, 


Natives Flee in Fright. 


At 12 we halted cn a hog’s back where the 
trail opened out a little, and in a gentle rain 
we ate some sardines, biscuit, and jam, while 
the boys were given a feast of “ bullama- 
cow.”’ 

After a pause of half an hour we move on 
and up and on and down, generally down, ap- 
parently always on the same spur of the 
mountain; often up, but eternally down. Our 
difficulty increased by the way the, wretches 
had blocked the trail. At one place we could 
see far off below us, on a side spur, the smoke 
of a village, the people of which had defied 
Mr. Doellinger and who, had blocked the 
trail. A long, long afternodn, we marched on, 
weary and footsore. 

It was just darkening when we entered the 
village of Diabora, a small cluster of misera- 

le huts on piles on a little side spur, shut in 
on all sides by dense forest and hidden away 
from the world like an eagie’s nest. We’ 
were met by a few scared, stark naked sav- 
ages, who could do nothing but wonder at the 
strange and mighty caravan which had come 
upon them. We were sectrre in our strength 
of numbers. A tired and weary lot we are. 

While the boys get water for their rice we 
roll the great log signal drums, one of them 
twelve feet long, out of the men’s house, 
spread our bamboo leaves, open up cots, pre- 
pare our soup and coffee, and get. ! into dry 
clothes. I buy, for tobacco, pan pipes, stone 
adzes, and spears. I see for the first time 
the curious bamboo ‘leaf cap.in which tha 
native of Bougainville ‘at certain seasons 
thrusts his frizzly locks and pins the cone- 
shape head covering on the back of his head 
by many long spines. The women, clad in

MACHINISTS THE CAUSE. 


Failure of Denver Convention to 


Vote Tieup Leads to Re- 
taliation. 


The strike im the building trades yesterday 
was extended to include the Crane bullding, 
a part of the plant of the Crane company, at 
Canal.and Fifteenth streets. 

More than 200 workmen, including carpen- 
ters, estructural fronmworkers, steamfitters, 
and sheet metal workers, will be involved in 
the walkout, which was ordered to take effect 


| this morning. 


The new strike will another chapter to 
the protracted warfare being carried on by 
the leaders of the new building trades coun- 
cil of the American Federation of Labor 
againet the erstwhile “labor czar,” Martin 
B. (“* Skinny ") Madden. 

The -strike leaders also threatened to call 
strikes on an eight story warehouse being 
erected by F. P. Nelson at Cottage Gtove 
avenue and Twenty-second street, and on a 


»bullding at Market and Van Buren streets 


being erected by John Griffith & Son, con-— 
tractors. Th 
these “ cards“ back until it becomes evident 
that the present strikes must be extended to 
effect a settlement of the dispute. 


Walkout Follows Telegram. 4 
The walkout on the Crane building was 
ordered by the executive board of the build- 
ing trades council, following the receipt of a 
telegram from Denver announcing the ma- 
chinists in convention in that city had taken 
action refusing to “relinquish any work 
which they are in possession of at the ep 
ent time.” ai 
The message was sent to the strike ead. 
ers. by Business Agent John Lally of the 
elevator constructors’ union, w attended 
the convention of the machinists’ union at 
Denver for the purpose of presenting to that 
body the grievance of the striking elevator 
constructors against the machinists, who are 
acting as strikebreakers in Chicago at the 
behest of “ Skinny ’’ Madden. 


Resent Machinists’ Action. 


The action of the machinists was taken by 
the leaders of the Chicago Building Trades 
council as in the nature of a defy against 
them, and the order calling the men out this 
morning was issued at once, Business Agent 
John J. Brittain of the Amalgamated Car- 
penters’ union and other business agents 
being delegated to notify the workmen. 

As a result of the action of the convention, 
the machinists employed by the Otis Elevator 
company to take the places of the striking 
elevator constructors probably will continue 
to work under Madden's ‘‘ strikebreaker 
agreement’’ until forced to relinquish the 
work by some other method. 

Business Agent Brittain also attended the 
Denver convention on the same errand, being 
delegated by the Chicago Building Tradex 
council. t- 

Aim Blow at Graham. 

The action calling a strike 8n the Crane 
Building was taken in retaliation against 
Ernest R. Graham of D. H. Burnham & 
Co., architects of the building. 

By reagon of the attitude of Grahanf, the 
strike leaders hold him responsible for the 
failure to reach a settlement in the dispute, 
whith at bottom resolves itself into a de- 
mand that the Otis we abrogate the 
agreement it has with “ " Madden to 
employ machinists in the Shien of the strik- 
ing elevator constructors. 

In addition to thd Crane building, on which 
the strike will take effect this morning, the 
following structures are tied up by the war- 
fare against Madden:

Agriculture and Civilization 

The farmer feeds the world. If in any 
country ,the farmer produces less “than 
will feed its population the country must 
look to foreign sources for its supply. That 
is the case of England, which if cut off 
from the rest of the world would face 
starvation. The history of every com- 
munity shows (with an increase of popu- 
lation and increasing diversity of indus- 
trial pursuits) a decline in the relative 
percentage of the farming population In 
1790 over 96 per cent of the Ameri- 
can people lived on the farm. . Today less 
than 50 per cent live outside of the Cities. 
The immigrant populace is mostly ab- 
sorbed by the great cities, and though to- 
day there is a “back-to-the-farm' senti- 
ment, widely felt and expressed, it is still 
trie that the country needs more farmers, 
more farms, and. better cultivated farms. 


Labor Problem on the Farm ~: | 

On every side is heard the complaint 
of the farmer: “It is next to impossible ‘to 
hire labor at a reasonable cost.” So long 
as the laborer feels that he can do better 
in the city, of course, he will not stay in 
the country. It may be very clear that, 
on the whole, his lot and that of his fam- 
ily would be better if he stayed on the 
land. But if the advantages of farm life. 
apart from the concrete consideration of 
wages, make no appeal to him, the lure of 
the city. will naturally prevail. The stir 
and movement of the big city seem to 


‘counterbalance the crowded and insani- 


tary, often wretched, conditions under 
which. the laboring population of the city 
exists) Something may be hoped for from 
the spread-of information, especially in the 
daily press. Meanwhile, the opportunities 
on the land can be pointed out to that part 
of the city population which is already 
awake to the drawbacks of city life.

presided over by F. S. Ho¥Mbrook, chairman 
of the committee. to allow shippers of this 
jocality an opportunity to be heard if they 
go desire, without going to New York. 

The classification of between’ 400 and 500 
articles or groups of articles ig docketed for 
consideration, and although most of the sub- 
jects on the docket relate to technical changes 
in the description of articles or rules for ship- 
ment, many Shippers declare that some im- 
portant increases are to be made. 

Joseph Isaacs, traffic manager of the Whit- 
man & Barnes Manufacturing company, Chi- 
cago, said to be among the largest manufac- 
turers of hardware and toels in the world, 
who argued in protest egainst a proposed in- 
crease of 20 per cent in the rates on iron and 
stee] wrenches, declared it to be the most in- 
¢onsistent proposition ever brought before a 
¢lassification meeting. 


Increases in the Majority. 

“ Although there seem to be more petitions 
for reductions than fer increases on the 
docket,” he said. “‘ you will find that the in- 
ereases proposed by the roads will be the ones 
to go through rather than the reductions 
asked by the shippers. It seems to be an in- 
direct way of raising less than carload rates, 
a few articles at a time, net only 10 per cent, 
&@s was proposed last year, but even more.”’ 

One of the propesed increases is on grave- 
stones, tombstones; and mantels, 20 per cent, 
or from 40 te 50 cents per gy ee og between 
Chicago and New York. It lso proposed 
to raise the rate en butter between Chicago 
and New Yerk from 65 to 75 cents per 100 
in less than carload shipments, giving an ad- 
vantage of 10 cents a 100 to the carload ship- 
pers. This item will be opposed by the small 
butter shippers when the committee meets in 
New York. The question of advancing the 
rates on fireworks will also come up, as will 
the question of basing classifications on 
many commodities on the value of the article 
rather than on its weight or bulk as a pre- 
dominant factor. 


Asks Rate on Aeroplanes. 
That freight classifications are required to 


keep pace with the developments in other 
lines is shown by the fact that a petition has 


. been made for a ratingoon aeroplanes, boxed, 


which the petitioner thinks should take half 
the rate now applied to balloons, as being lesa 
bulky in proportion to weight. Requests are 
also made for a reduction of the rate on hair- 
pins from first to third class, on chewing gum 
from first to second, and on carload ship- 
ments of cold storage eggs and poultry below 
second class. Manufacturers of burial cas- 
kets want their rates reduced from first class, 
75 cents Chicago to New York, toe 20 per cent 
below second class, 55 cents. Sporting goods 
men are interested ina petition for the estab- 
lishment of mixed carload ratings on baseball 
and football supplies. A large portion of the 
docket, which contains sixty-seven printed 

pages, is devoted to requests for ratings on 
articles not prywaes for in the present — 
ification.
